Lords and Commons in Parliament aſſenibled, have been very unhappy 
in many former Petitions and Supplications to your Majeſty, wherein 
a we have repreſcnted our moſt datitull affections, in adviſing and defiring 
thoſe things which we held moſt neceſſary for the preſervation of Gods true relj- 
gion, Your Majeſties ſaſety and Honour, and the peace of the Kingdome ; And 
with much ſorrow doe perceive, That your Mjeſty, incenſt by many falfe calum- 
nies, and flanders, doth continue to raiſe forces againſt us, and Your other peace- 
able and loyall Subjects, and to make great preparations for Warre, both in the 
Kingdome and from beyond the ſeas; And by armes and violence to over rule the 
Judgement and advice of your great Councell, and by force to determine the 
queſtions there depending, concerning the Government and Libeity of the King- 
dome; yet ſuch is our earneſt defire of diſcharging our duty to Your M j: ſty and 
the Kingdome, to preſerve the peace thereof, and to prevent the mi ſeries of civill 
Warre amongſt your Subjects; That notwithſtanding we hold our ſelves bound to 
ule all the means and power, which by the Lawes and Conſtitutions of this King- 
dome we are truſted with for defence and protection thereof, & of the ſubjects Frum 
force and violence; we doe in this our humble & loyall petition proftrate our (elves 
at Your Majeſties feet, beſeeching your royall Majeſty, That you will be pleaſed to 
forbeare, and remove all preparationsand actions of War, par: icularly the Forces 
from about Hul, from Newcaſtle, Tynmonth, Linceln, and Linco»ſhire, aud all o- 
ther Places; And that your Majeſty will recall the Commitſions of Array, which 
ate illegall; Diſmiſſe Troops, and extraordinary Guards, by you raiſed; ou 
our. 


L though we your M. jeſties moſt bumble and faithſull Subjects, the 
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Your Majeſty will come neerer to your Parliament, and hearken to their fakhſull 
Advice, and humble Petitions, which ſball onely tend to the defence and advance- 
ment of Religion, Your owne royall honour and ſafety, the preſervation 
of our Lawes and Liberties; And we haye been, and ſhall ever be careſull to pre- 
vent and puniſh all tumults, and ſeditiom actions, Speeches, and writings, which 
may give Your Majelty juſt cauſe of diſtaſt or apprehenfion of danger; from 
which publique aimes and reſolutions no ſiniſter or private reſpe& ſhall ever make 
wtodecline- That Your Majeſty will leave Delinquents to the due courſe of Iu- 
ſtice; And that nothing done or ſpoken in Parliament, or by any perſon in pur- 
ſuance of the commands and directions of both Houſes of Parliament, be queſtio- 
ned any where but in Parliament. 

And we, for our parts, ſhall be ready to lay downe all thoſ: preparations which 
we have been forced to make for our defence. And for the Towne of Hull, and 
the Ocdinance concernipg the Mili:ia, as we have in both theſe particulars, onely 
ſoughr the preſervation of the peace ofthe Kingdome, andthe Defence of the Par- 
liament, from force and violence; So we ſhall mot willicgly leave the Towne of 
Nl in the ſtate it was before Sir lob» Hotham drew any forces into it, delivering 
your Majeſties Magazine into your Tower of London; And ſupply ing whatſoever 
hath been diſpoſed by us for the ſervice of the Kingdome. We ſhall be ready to 
ſettle the Militia by a Bill, in ch a way, as ſhall be Honourable and ſafe for your 
Majeſty, moſt agreeable tothe duty of Pailiament, and cffeuall for the good of 
the Kingdome ; That the ſtrength thereof be not imployed againſt it ſelfe; and 
that which oughtto be for our ſecurity, applied to our deſtruttion: Ard that the 
Parliament, and thoſe who profeſſe and * — ſtil] to preſerve the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion, both in this realme, and in Ireland, may not be left naked, and indefenſible, 
to the miſchievous deſignes, and cruell attempts of choſe, who arethe profeſt and 
confe d erated enemies — , in Your Majeſties Dominions, and other Neigh- 
bour Nations. To which if Your Ma jeſties courſes aud Counſels (ball from hence- 
forth concurre, We doubt not but we ſhall quickly make it appeare to the world, 
by the moſt eminent effects of love and duty, that your Majeſties perſonall ſafety, 
Your Royall Honour and Greateneſſe are much deerer to us then our one Lives 
and Fortunes, which we doe moſt heartily Dedicate, and ſhall moſt willingly 
imploy for the ſupport and maintenance thereot,

Hough His Majeſty had no greet reaſon to beleebe that the directions

out of His Majelttes own Magazine ; The choling of a G:nerall by 
I both Douſes of Pariiament fozth: defence of thoſe who have ovcprd their 
» TUO VA Oꝛders and commande (ve they nber ſo extra bagant and iiicg aii) Their 
Declaratton that in that caſe they mould live and die with the Earl of Eflex their General: (all 
which were voted the ſame dap with this Petition ) Ind the committing the Lend Maſoz of 
London to priſon foz executing His A 3jelfties Clrits,and lawtall commands, were but til z 
koguesto a Petition which might compoſe the mtſcrable diſtractions of the Kingdoin: Yer is 
MWajelttes paſſionate defire of the peace of the Kingdom, together wit" the preface of the pzeſen- 
ters, that thep had bzought a Petttton full of duty and ſubmiſſion to His Mojeltp , and which 
defircd nothing ol him but his conſent to prace (which izt: AJ2ſeſty concetved to be the language 
of both Houſes to, ) begot a gra dy hope and expectation in him, that this Petition would have 
bern luch an introduction to peace, that it would at leaſt have ſatiofied His Meſlage of the el 
venth ofthis month by deve. ing up nil to Hts Mejeſty: But to His unſpe heable grieke, ts 
Maheſty hath to much cauſe to bel ve, that the end of ſome perſons by this Petition, ts not in 
ttuth to gibe any reall ſatisfaction to His Majeſty, but by the ſpectous pꝛetences of making 
offers to him to miſlead and ſedute Dis people, lay ſome imputation upon him of denping what 
is fit to be granted otherwiſe tt won!d not habe thzown thoſe unjuſt repzoaches an? ſcande is 
upon His M feſty fox making neceſſarpy and jullrefence foz Higown laſe p. and fe perempto⸗ 
rily $4(bifizv ſuch actions ag unſt him, as ly no rule of Law oz juſtice can admit the [cal colour 
of defence , and afrer ſo many free end unlumttted acts of grace paſſed by His Majeſty without 
anp condition, have pꝛopoſed ſuch ti iaga which in juTice cannot be dented unto him upon ſoch 
tanditio s as in honour he cannot grant. Yowebver that all the woꝛld may ſe how willing His 
Maſeſt p o uld be toembzace any Overture that might beget a right underſtanding betwer ne 
Him ans {is two houſes of Parliament (wth Whom he is (are be ſhall habe no contentien. 
when che pz bete pꝛactices and ſubtiil inſinuatlons of fome few malignant perſons (all be viſ= 
tobered, which {315 M jeſty will take care ſhal be ſy vdily done) he hath with great care weigh⸗ 
ed the particulars of this Petition, and return: s this An{wer,

| ty while they deſired any thing which was neteſlarp 02 convenient foz the preſerba- 
tion of Gods trite Religion His Maſeſttes ſafety and honour andthe peace ofth: Kingdom. And 
therefo1c dohen thoſe generalltnvious foundations are lad, Hig M:j:ltp could wiſh ſom? par⸗ 
ticalar inſtanceg han been applped. Let envy and mauce o! ject one var iculat pzopeNtion forthe 
pꝛe ſer vation of Govs trut R ligten which Hits Mae phathtefuſed ta conſent to; w at lum⸗ 
lelte hach often made fog the eaſe ot tend. r conſctentes. and fo2 the advantement of the ste⸗ 
ſtant Religion,ts notozious by many of his Mcilages and Declarations, what regard hat) been

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to bis hononr and ſafety , when he hath dern dziven from ſome of his houle s, and kept from o 
ther of his Towns byfozce,and what care there hath been ofthe peace of the Kmgdom when en- 
deabour hath been uled to put all his ſubjects in Armes againſt htm, is ſo evident, that dis Ma⸗ 
ſeſty is confident he cannot ſuffer by thoſe generall imputattons; Tis enough that the £0z1d 
knowes what He hath granred and what he hath denyed. 

Foz His MWajeclties raiſing Foxzces, and making pꝛeparettons fey Mar ( whatſoever the 
Peittioners by the evili à qs of the Eneaico io Hts Maſeſties Perſon and Governtent, 
and by the Calumntes and Dlanters raiſed againſt His Majcſty by them, are induced to bes 
lie ve) all men map know what ts done that wap, is but in oꝛder ta Its owne defence. Let the 
Petttioners remember that ( which all the world knowes ) Hts Mejellp was duven from 
His Palace oM hitchall foz ſafety ct ts lite; That both Houſcs oi at iement upon their own 
Authozity raiſed a Guardto themſelves (having gatten the commut-d of all the Tzain⸗ Bands 
of London to that purpoſe ) withour the leaſt colour oz ſhadow cf danger; That they uſurped 
a Po wer by their pzetended Ozdinance ( againſt all Pztnciples and Elements of Low) ober 
the whole M:litia of the Kingdome, without and agatnſt zes Mejcſtics conſent ; That they 
tooke poſſeſſiou of Hig Towne, Fozt, and Magazine of Hull lend committed the ſame to Sir 
John Hotham, who ſhut the Gates againſt His Majeſty, and by fo:ce of Trmes denied en- 
trance thither to His own Perſon ; Thatthep juſtified this Ta, wich they had not direct= 
ed, and tooke Dir John Hotham into their Procection foz oha et ver hee had done oz ſhould 
do againſt His MJajeftp; Ind all tbis, whileſt Hig Majeſty had no other sttendente then Hig 
owne mentall Servants. Upon this the Dutp and A fccion ofthis County prompted His 
Subj as here to pꝛe vide a imoll Guard foz his owne Perlen; which Was no ſooner done, 
bit a Uote ſuddenly paſſed of His Majeſttes intentton to Icaby Car againſt his Parliamert 
(which God knowes His heart abhozreth ) and notwithſtanding alt His Majeſties P3o- 
felliong, Declarations and Pzoteſtattons to the contrary, ſeconded bp the cleere teſtimony 
of ſo great a number ot Peeres upon the Plate, Pzopoſittons and Orders fox leabies et Men 
Hezſe and 7rmes weit ſent thozowout the Kingdom, ?dla'c and monep bought in and rectived, 
Þ-zſe and Men raiſed towards an Irm, muſtered and under Command, and all this con- 
trat to the La wand to His Maſeſttes ꝛetlamatton; And a Declaration pnbliſhed, That if 
He ſhould uſe Foꝛtt foz the recovery of Hull, oz ſnppzeſſing the pꝛetended Opdinance foz the 
Niu, tt ſhoutd bes held teabring Ter againſt the Parliament, and all this done befoze His 
Majeſty granted any Commiſſion foz the leavping oz raiſing a man His Majeſties Dhyips were 
t kinfrom Him, and committcd to the tuſtedp of the Earle of Warwick, who preſumes under 
that power to uſurp to bt anſ:ife the DIveratgnty of the Dea, to chaſe, fright,and impꝛiſon ſuch 
of Hig Maſeſttes gosd Dutjens as deſire ro obep His lawfuil Commando, although he had 
notice oi the legall Revocation of the Earle of Norchumberlinds Commiſſton of Admtrall, 
whereby all power derived from that Commiſſion ſeaſed. Let all the woꝛld now judge who {6 
gan this cctar, and upon whole acconnt the Miſeries which may foltow muſt be caſt t 
Dis Miſeſty could have done leſſe then He hith done, and het her He were not comprited to 
wake Pꝛobiſtau both foz the defence of Din telke, and rrcovery of What 19 lo violently and 
inſurtouſly taken from Bm; Indwhet her theſe Ir jurtec and Judtgnities are not juſt grounds 
foz Die Maſeſties frarcs aud appꝛebenũong of farther nifchicfe and danger to Him. Whence 
the Feares avd Italouſits of tie Pettttoners have pꝛoctebed hach nevcr beene diſcovered ; 
Toe dangers they have brought upon His good Subjccea are t22 evident ; hat thoſe are they 
babe prevented, no nan knows; und therefoze His Misty cannoc bat tooke upon that 
Charge, as the boldeſt, and the mod ſcandalous yath beene per laid apon Him. That this

Tf, 
Foz the Foztes about Hull, his Malte Dill remove them Shen Dee unh attainedttte

on Het will no longer have an Armp befoze it; Ind when Hee ſwall te aured that the ſame ne- 
t iſlup and pꝛetente ot publique good, Which tooke Hull from Him, map not put a Garaiſou 
into Nevcaſtle, to keepe the ſame againſt Him , Mee Will remo be His from thence, and from 
Tinmouthʒ Cu wien,the Example of Hull will not out of His menozp. 

Foz the commiſſions of Ittay which ate legal and art ſo pzobed by a Declaration now 
inthe Pꝛeſſe, His Maſeſty wonders why they ould at this time bee thought gretbous, and 
fit to dee recalled, tif the fearis of Invaſlon and Rebellion be fo great, that by an iliegail pze- 
tended Dzdinance, tis neceſſary to put his Subjects inte a poſture of defenceto Array, 
Traine, and Wulter them, He knowes not why the ſame ſhould not be done in a regular, 
knowne, lawfuli way; But if in the exccutton of that Commiſſion any thing ſhall tee un- 
lswfully impoſed upon xis Dubjcts , His Majeſty will take all juſt and neceſſary care foz 
their redneſle. 

oz His Majeſties comming neerer to his Parliament, His Yajelky bath expzeſſed him 
ſelfe ſo fully in hts ſeveral! meſſages , Vnſweares and Declarations, and ſo particularly a- 
bowed a reall feate of his ſafety, upon ſuch inſtantes as canuot bee anſweted, that hes hath 
reaſon to take himſeife ſomewhat neglected , that unte upon ſo manifeſt reaſon tis not ſafe fo; 
His Majcſty to come to them, both dis Honſes cf Paritament wii! not come neerer to His 
Waijclty, oz to ſucha place, where the freedome and dignity of Parliament might bee pzes 
letxed. However HisMajc \tp gil be very glad to heare of ſome ſuch example in theit paniſhing 
the Tumults ( wich hee knowes not yow to expe, when they have declared that they know 
not of any tumults, though the Houle of Peeres deſired both foz the dignitp,and freedome of 
Parliament, that the Houſe of Commons would jopne with them in a Declaration again 
tumnits, which they refuſed (that is ne giedi dto doe) Ind other ſeditions actions.ſpercheg, 
and P;inting as may take that appꝛehention of danger from him, though when he remembers 
the particular complaints, Himlelfe hath made cf butfineſſes of that nature, and that inftead 
ofenquiring out the Authozs, regietof cxamination hath beene, when offer hath beene made 
to both Houſes to pꝛoduce the Authozs ( as inthat treaſonable paper concerning the Militta, ) 
Ind when hee ſees every day Pamplets publiſhed againſt bis Czowne, and againſt monarchp 
it ſeife, as the Obſervations upon his laſt Meſlages, Declarationg,and expꝛeſſets and ſome 
Declarations of their owe, Which gives too great enconragement in that argument to it 
affected perfons ; His Majeſty cannot with confidence entercaine theſe hopes which Would be 
molt welcome to dim. 

Foz the leabing delinquents to the due courſe of Juſtice, his Maſeſty is moſt aCured he 
bath beene no ſheiter to auy ſuch. It the tediouſneffe and delap in pꝛoſecutton, the vaſt charge 
in officers fees, the keeping men under a generall accuſation without itpall a whole peare and 
moze, fo allowing them no wap koz their defence and vindtcatton, da ve frighted men awap 
krom ſo chargeable and unctttaine an attendance, The remety ts beſt pzovided where the 
difeaſe grew. It the Low te the meaſure cf deunquency, noe ſuch ate within Hig Maſe⸗ 
ſties pzotection ; But if by de}tnqueuts, ſuch are untetſtood Who arc made ſo by Uote, witih⸗ 
out any tre ſpaſſe upon any knowne cz eſtabliſhed Law, It bp delinquents thofe nine Tons 
a-e underſtood, who ate made delinquents fox obeping Hts Majeſtico ſummous to ceme to 
hta af:cr their ſt ay there was ncithet ſafe noz honozavie b reaſon of the tumults, and other 
vtolences,aud whoſe impeachment he is couſident is þ greateſt bzeach of pꝛibiledge that befoze 
arua ment was eber offered to the Houſe of Pceres , if by Deltnquents, ſnch are underſtoop 
who refule to ſubmit to the pzetended Ozdinance of the Militia, to that of the Nabp oz to 
eny other which his AJzjclty hath not covſcnted to, ſuch who fox the peace of the Kingdom, 
in aa humble mannet pzepare Pe tittons to him, oz to bothYHouſes, es his goed Dutjcas of 
London and ke u did, w uſt ſedutous orte, as that of Eſſex and of! er places , are vlowed 
ned cheriſhed , if by D. lix quents ſuch are under ſtood who ate called ſo fox pabliſhing his 
P;ocl:maticnos (as the Lozd Meja of London) oz fox ica ing his Meſſages, and Declaras 
tions (as dibers Yiniflers about London and elce where) When thoſe agatnſt him are dil⸗ 
perſed with all care an dinduſtry to popſon an” coprupt the loyalty and affcaion cf bis pꝛople, 
t by Delinquen:s ſuch ate underſtoed who have oz ſhall lend His £8:2j:fte money, in the 
Univerucs oz in any other plates: His WBaſ: (ile declaces to all the 0to;ld, that hee Will 
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pzotect ſuch with his utmoſt yower and ſtrength, and directs, that in theſe caſes thep ſubmit 
not to any meſſengers oz warrans : it being us leſſe his duty to pzoten thoſe wont innocent, 
then to hung the guilty to comdigne puniſh ment ol both wülch the Law is to bee Judge : aud 
if both Honſes dothtuke fit to make a Generali and to ratſe an Armp ko defence of choſe wh 
ode x thetr oꝛders and cem nands. His Maj;ſtp muſt nat fit ſtiit, and ſuffer (ach who ſu bmit 
tots juſt power, and are ſollicitous foz the Lawes of the Lind to peiich and be undone, 
becauſc they are called Delinquents: and when they ſhall take upon thim to diſpence with 
the atendance ofthoſs who ate called by Hig Maſeſties writ , whilelk they ſend them to Dea 
to rob His Ma ſeſty of bis Dhips, o into his lev:rail Counties to put hts Dubjects in Fring 
agemſt dig Majeſty ( who onelp bath tt) will not looſe the power to viſpeale with them 
to attend his owne Herſon, oz to execute ſuch Difices as ate neceflarp foz the Pzeſervatton of 
dimſelte and the Ktagdome, but maſt pꝛoted them, thor gh the p are called Dilinquents. 

Foz the manner of the pꝛoceeding agatuſt Deltnquents, his Meſeſty doll pzoceede againſt 
thole who have no pzibiledge of Paritament , oz tn ſuch caſes where n2 pziviledge is to bee al- 
lowed, ag he ſhall beadviſed by his learned Conaſeli, and accozdiag to the knowne and un⸗ 
que ſtiona ble rules ofthe Law, it being unreaſonable that hes ſhauld bee compelled to pz >ceede 
againſt thoſe who have violated the knowne and undoubted Law, onely befoze them who habe 
ten A f a 

Having laid thus much to the particulars of the Petition , Though His Majeſt 
reaſon to complaine, that fince the ſending this Petttion , they habe beaten t heir — 
Souldiers ag :iuſt hin, Armed t heir awne Generall with a power deſtri:>ibe to the Lam and 
liberty of the Hubſecs, and choſen a Generall ofthetr Haſe, His Miſeſty ont of His Pzincez 
Ip Love, tenderneſſe and compaſſion of his People, and deũre to pʒeſer ve the prace of the Ring 
dome, That the whole kozte and ſtrength of it may be united foz the defence of its ſelfe, and 
the relie ls of Ireland ( in whoſe brhalfs he conjures both his Houſes of Parliament , as thep 
will anſwer the contrary to Almighty Ged, Dis maſeſty, to thoſe that truſt them and to that 
bleeding miſcrable Ringdome, that they ſuffer not any monies granted and collected by act of 
Parliament to be diberted oz imployed agataſt His Maſeſtie, whileſt his Douldiers in that 
Aing dome are ready to mutinp, oz periſh foz want of pay, and the barbarous Bebells pzevale 
by that inconragement ) Js gracioaſly pleaſed once maze to pzopsſe and require. 

That his town of Hull be immediately delivered up to him, which being done (though Hig 
Majefty hath been pzoboked by unheard of tuſolencies ot Sir John Hotham, fince his burning 
and dzowning the Countrep, in ſcaxing His caine and other pꝛobiſlon fox big houſe , and ſcomm- 
fully ufing his ſerbant whom he ſent to require them, ſaping. it came to him by Pzovidence, and 
he will keep it; and ſo refaling to deliver it, with thzcats,if he oꝛ any other of his fellow ſerbants 
ſhould again repatre to Hull avout it; and in taking and detaining pꝛiſonezs divers Gentlemen, 
and ethers in tycir paſſage ober the Humber fntoLiacolaire,about their neccNarp occaſions and 
ſuch other indignities as all Gentlemen muſt reſcnt in his Muſeſties behalte, his ajeſty to 
ſhow bis earncſt deflre of peace(foz which he will diſpence wich his own Honour) and how far 
he is from delirs ok Revenge, will grant a free and gencrell pardon to all perſons within that

That his Yajc ies Magazine taken from Hull, bs kozthwith put into ſuch Hands as He ſhal! 


appotnt. 

Tha his N aby be fortbwith delivered into ſuch hands as he hath direct: d fog the gobern⸗ 
ment thereof. Che detaining therrof after his Majeſties direntons pubhiſhed and receidi do the 
contrarp, and employing his Ships ogainſt him tu ſuch wanner as they are now uled, being 
notozius high treaſon in the Commanders of thoſs Ships. 

Tyat all Arms, Levis, and pꝛobiſlous foz a warre, made by the conſent of both Houſes (by 
whole example his 4Psjeſty hath been fozced to make ſome pzeparations ) te imme d att ly la yd 
dawn,and the pꝛetended Ozdinance foz the Militia , and all power of tmpoſing Lawes upon the 
Su without his Majeſties conſent be diſabowed, without which the lame pꝛetence wil re- 
ma n to pꝛodut: the fame miſchizfes: Al which hisMajeſty may as lawfyul!pdemand,astc live, 
and tan wich no me ſuſlice be dented him then his lite may be taken from him. 

Theſe bring done and the Parliament adjourned to a ſafe and ſcenre place, his Majeſty p31- 


rules in t yt pꝛeſente o: God, and binds himſelfe by all his cond: n: and allurante in the «ff» 
d on

ction of his people, that he will inftantly and moſt charfully lay down all the fozce be ſhall have 
ratſed, anddiſcharge all his future and intended lebies , That there may de a generaſi face of 
peace over the whole Kingdome; and will repaire to them, and veſires chat all differences map bs 
freely debated in a Parliamentary Wap, whereby the Law may recover its due reverence, the 
Savject his jult tiderty.and Parliaments themſeives their full vigour and eſlimation,and ſo the 
whole Ring dom a bicfled peace quict, and pzoſperity, 

It theſe pzopoſitions ſhall be rcjccted,Hts Majeſty doubts not of the pzotection and aſſiſtance 
of Z1mighty God, and the ready concurrence of his god Dubjects , who can {ave no hope left 
them of enjoping their own tong if their King may be oppꝛeſled and ſpciled, and muſt be remea⸗ 
dileſſe. And though bis Towns,his Dhips,his Arms, and his Money be gotten and taken 
from him, he hath a god canſe let, and of his people, Which with Gods tieſcing, be 
doubts not, Will recover all the reſt. the pzeſcrvation of the PzoteCant Religion, the 
defence ol the Liberty and Law of the Kingdome,the dignitie and fre dome of Parliantent, and 
the recovery of bleeding and mtfcrable Ireland, be equally pꝛectous tothe petitioners as they 
are to His Maieſty ( who will have no quarrel! but in defence of theſe ) there will be a cheerful 
and ſpe dy conſent to what his Maieſtie hath now pzopoſed and deſired. . 

And otthis his Mateſtit expects a l uli and poũitibe anſwer by de dne lday the 27 of this in 
ftan Julp : T ill when he will not make any attempt of fozce upon Hull, hoping tu the affectt- 
on duty, and {opalty of the Petittoners. And in the mean time expects that no ſupply of men be 
put into Hull, oz anp of Hig Mateſtus Goods taken fromthence.

Gencrall in this cauſe: Reſolved npen the Queſtion,

The Petition being drawn, was agreed unto upon the Queſtion: and with theſe 
Votes were preſented unto the Lords.
